Response to Amendment 

In response to the amendment filed 1 1/6/2003, claims 1-2, 4, 20, and 23 are amended, 
and claims 18-19 cancelled. Claims 1-7, 20-21, and 23 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7, 20-21, and 23 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1-7 and 23, reasons for allowance were given in the paper mailed
